the Difgrace of the Count Sulkowsky, in Letters from 
Drefden by the way of Hamburgh. . 


O* the sth of February N. S. in the Morning, 
that Nobleman going as ufual to che Palace 
to receive the King’s Orders, his Polifh Maj- 

fent him out Word, That he was bufy. in his 
Clofer. He return’d at 11 o'Clock, and received 
for Anfwer, That the King was wit! the Qucen. 
About Noon the King fent for General Bandiflin to 
come to Court and dine with him; the General 
fent to intreat his Majefty to excufe him, becaufe he 
was indifpofed ; but the King fending another 
Meflage to him, that be would not excufe him 
from dining at Court, he repaired thither. When 
Dinner was over, his Majefty’s Aid de Camp ad- 
vifed M. Bandiflin to ftay at Court, becaufe the 
King wanted to {peak with him ; and foon after his 
Maijefty fent for him to his Prefence and delivered 
a Paper to him, which he received with Refpeé 
and put into his Pocket, not without fome Confu- 
fion in his Countenance, becaufe he thought that 
his Majelty had thereby given him a Duietus from 
his Offices. The King bidding him read the 
Paper, the General no fooner faw that the Order 
related to the Count Sulkowsky, but was fo lurprized 
that he remained for a while as motionlefy, as if he 
had been thunder-ftruck. It was not poffible for 
him to fland the Shock it gave him, to fee the 
Difgrace of a Minifter in fuch high Favour as he 
thought Count Sulkowsky. Accoiding to the 
King’s Orders, he went and communicated the 
Paper to the Baron de Lowendah!, Great Marshal 
of the Court, who alfo expre{s'é his Surprize. The 
Baron's Daughter gue(s'd, by their Countenances, 
that they were out of Favour; and the rather, be- 
caufe it had been already foretoid chat it would 
come to pafs. She went to the Counteds Sulkowsky, 
and told her what fhe thonght. The Count, who 
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‘ was prefent, protefied that he was quite i nt 
* of the Matter, fince he had not fo much as {een the 
King all Day. That Moment a Meflenger came 


in to acquaint him, that Baren de Lowendahi and

“eo your Ways. The Count reply’d, with forme 
* ‘Tranfport, Give me Leave, Sir, however, to thank 
© your Majelty for all the Favours and Kindneffes 
* which you have heap’d upon me, and permit me 
* alfo to kifs your Hand: “Tis the laft Favour I beg 
‘of you. The King confented to it. The Count 
* hop’d at the fame time to fay fomething im his own 
¢ Vindication ; but the King interrupted him, faying, 
* J will bear no more, and I order you to qwithdraw. 

A Lettcr of the 6th Inft. O. S. from Drefden fays, 
that the Perfon whom the King has appointed Grand 
Matter of the Horfe at Court in’ the CountSulkow- 
sky’s room, is nor the Count de Bruhl, Minifter of 
the State and Cabinet, bur his Brorher Adolphus de 
Bruhl, one of the King’s Chamberlains, who was be- 
fore the Chief Equerry, and who in fuch quality 
officiated as Mafter of the Horfe in the Abfence of 
the Count Sulkowsky. 

The Profecution of Count Seckendorf at Vienna, 
is {aid to have been principally fomented by this 
Count Sulkowsky, and Seckendorf’s Friends hope his 
Affair will now take a more favourable Turn, Mean 
time the Count has obtained of rhe Emperor the 
Loan of feveral Books out of the Imperial Library, 
in which he hopes to find Precedents that are proper 
for his Vindication from the Faéts laid to his Charge. 

The Letters from Vienna, which are of the gth 
Inft. O. S. fay, that the Great Dutchefs of Tufcany, 
whois enter’d into the gth Month of her Pregnancy, 
has been prefented by the Emperor with a Piece of 
Silver Mohair, and by the Emprefs with two Sprigs 
of rich Diamonds, to cach of which there’s a large 
Emerald. 

They add, that the Turkith Troops have fuffered 
very much by the Plague and other Diftempers, and 
that rhe Troops from the hot Climates of Afia and 
Africa are ready to perifh in the cold Air of Europe ; 
that the Grand Seignior has neverthelefs already 
form'd feveral confiderable Armies, and order’d Men 
to be imprefled throughout his Dominions ; but chat 
the Count de Bonneval, notwithftanding they are fo 
well fatisfy'd of his Capacity, and notwithftanding 
he isin fuch Favour with the Grand Scignior, cannot 

break the Cabals of thofe who are for excluding him 
from the chief Command. 

Letters from Conftantinople, by others from Ve. 
nice, of the fame Date with thofe from Vienna fay, 
the Grand Scignior has declared, in an extraordinary 
Divan, that it being not confiftent with his Honour 
to have Oczakow in the Poffeflion of Ruffia, he had 
refolved to retake it coft what it will, and that if 
necds muft, he wou'd facrifice part of his own 
Treafure for that end ; and they add, that being ab- 
folutely refolv'd upon it, without asking the Opi- 
nion of his Minifters as ufual, he had fent his Orders 
to the Army, to detach a great Body of Troops to- 
wards that Place. 

They write from Bavaria, that the Fire at Munich 
on thé 13th ult. O. S. in the Offices of the Eletoral 
Palace, war not fo Confiderable as had been reported;
